WILSON'S TERMS ARE

New Imperial Chancellor Ask* President to 


Take Up Question Of Bringing About 


General Peace 


AMERICA MAY CONSIDER 


As Washington Has Not Received Communication, No 


Official Statement Is Made of United States 


Attitude Toward Offer 


'(By the Associated Press.) 


Copenhagen, Denmark, Oct. 6.—Prince Maximilian, of Baden, 


the new German imperial chancellor, announced in the Beielistag 
yesterday that he had sent a note through the Swiss government to 
President Wilson, in which he had requested Mr. Wilson to take 
up the question of the bringing about of peace and to communicate 
with the other belligerents regarding the subject. 


The chancellor told the Reichstag he had addressed his note to 


the President of the United States because Mr. Wilson in his mes- 
sage to congress on January 8, 1918, and in Ms later proclamations, 
particularly his New Tork speech on September 27, had proposed a 
program for a general peace which Germany and her allies could 
accept as a basis for negotiations. 


Washington, D. C. Oct. 6.—Germany's new peace offer proposing 


an armistice while President Wilson considers and conveys to the 
Allies a proposal on the basis of terms laid down by the President 
himself has not reached Washington in official form tonight and 
there was, therefore, no authorized statement of how it was regarded 
by the United States. 


German Statesmen lit Desperation. 
Plainly, however, it was recognized 


as the first step in the continuing; ef- 
forts of the German statesmen to save 
.something from their dream of world 
domination.

eay that'tf the preant petition signifies 
Germany1* unqualified acceptance of. 
the 14 principles of peace laid down 
by President Wilson in his Fourth-of- 
July speech at the tomb of Washing- 
ton, it would be considered. If it does 
not, if it be an acceptance "in princi- 
ple" with saving diplomatic language 
paving: the way for quibbling around 
a council table, it will not be con- 
gidered. 


These terms, accepted by all the Al- 


lies as then- own, the President com- 
pressed into a single sentence: "A 
reign of law, based upon the consent 
of the governed and sustained by the 
organized opinion o£ mankind." 


League of Nations Essential. 


They provide for the destruction, or 


reduction to vital impotence of any 
arbitrary power capable of disturbing 
the peace of the world; the settlement 
of every question on the basis of the 
interest of the people concerned; and 
in effect a league of nations to enforce 
peace. 


If in the offer of Prince- Maximilian, 


the new imperial German chancellor, 
Germany is -willing to accept these 
terms, the remainder of the world is 
satisfied that he speaks not alone but 
with the military masters of Germany 
in acquiescence, the next logical step 
wouid be the withdrawal 
of every 


German soldier from every foot of oc- 
cupied territory. 
From that point, 


the Allies might begin to test the sin- 
cerity „; Germany's willingness 
to 


conform to the world peace preserv- 
ing program. Xo one in Washington 
even as much as gives thought to any 
proposal that th« victorious troops of 
Grsat Britain.

Kaiser Tells Army And 


Navy Of His Peace Plan 


Berlin, Germany, via Basel. Swit- 


zerland, Oct. 6. — Emperor William 
today issued a proclamation 
to the 


German army and navy in which, af- 
ter announcing that the Macedonian 
front had crumbled, declared that he 
had decided, in accordance with his 
allies, to again offer peace to the 
enemy. 


The text of the Emperor's proclama- 


tion reads: 
Defending Fatherland Is Hard Task. 


"For months past the enemy with 


enormous exertions and almost with- 
out pause in the fighting has stormed 
against your lines. In weeks ot the 
struggle, often without repose, you 
have had to preserve and resist a nu- 
merically far-superior enemy. There- 
in lies the greatness of the task which 
has been set for you and which you 
are fulfilling. Troops of all the Ger- 
man' states arc doing their part and 
are heroically defending the Father- 
land on foreign soil. Hard is the 
task. 


"My navy is holding its own against 


the united enemy naval forces and is 
unwaveringly supporting the army in 
jits difficult struggle. 


"The eyes of those at home rest 


with pride and admiration 
on the 


<5ccds of the army and navy- I ex- 
press to you tho thanks of myself and 
the Fatherland. 


"The col Japs* of the 
Macedonian 


front has occurred in the midst of the 
hardest struggle. In accord with our 
allies. I have resolved once more to 
oiler peace to the enemy, bet I will 
only extend my hand tor an honorable 
peace.

TEXTOF CHANCELLOR'SSPEECH 


( By the Associated Press.) 


Copenhagen, Denmark, Oct. 6. — The text of the 


address of Prince Maximilian of Baden, the new 
imperial chancellor 
of Germany, outlining his 


policy to the Reichstag yesterday, follows: 


"In accordance with the imperial decrees ot 


September 30, the German Umpire has undergone a 
basic alteration of its political leadership. 


"As successor to Count George von Hertllng, 


whose services in behalf of the fatherland deserves 
the highest acknowledgement, I have been sum- 
moned by the emperor to lead the government. 


"In accordance with the government methods 


now introduced, I submit to the Reichstag publicly 
and without delay the principles upon which I 
propose to conduct the grave responsibilities of the 
office. 
4 


"These principles were firmly established by the 


agreement of tho federated government and the 
leaders of the majority parties in this honorable 
house before I decided to assume the duties, of 
chancellor. They contain, therefore, not only my 
own confession of political faith, but that of an 
overwhelming portion of the German people's rep- 
resentatives, that is, of the German nation which 
has constituted the Reichstag on the basis of a 
general, equal and secret franchise and according 
to their will. Only the fact that I know the con- 
viction and will of the majority of the people are 
back of me has given me strength to take upon 
myself the conduct of the empire's affairs in this 
hard and earnest time in which we are living. 


One Man Cannot Conduct Government. 


"One man's shoulders would be too weak, to carry 


along the tremendous responsibility which falls up- 
on the government at present Only if the people 
take active part, in the broadest sense of the word,, 
in deciding their destinies; in other words, if re- 
sponsibility also extends to the majority of their 
freely elected political leaders, can the leading 
statesman confidently assume his part of the re- 
sponsibility in the service of folks and fatherland. 


"My resolve to do this has been especially light- 


ened for me by the fact that prominent leaders of 
the laboring class have found a way in the govern- 
ment to the highest offices of the empire. I see 
therein a sure guarantee that the new government 
will be supported by the firm confidence of the broad 
masses of the people without whose true support 
the whole undertaking would be condemned to 
failure in advance. Hence, what I say today I say 
is not only in my name and those of my official 
helpers, but in the name of the German people. 


"The program of the majority parties upon which 


I take my stand contains, first, an acceptance ot the 
answer of the former imperial government to Pope 
Benedict's note of August 1, 1916, and an uncondi- 
tional acceptance of the Relchatac resolution of 
Jnlj'TM, the same year.-* It htrthert declares willing— 
.ness to join ^a. general league -of nations* -baaed 'on 
the foundation of equal rights for all, both strong 
and weak. 


IMscosics Belgian Question. 


"It considers this resolution of the Belgian ques- 


tion to lie in the complete rehabilitation (wiederher- 
stelling) of Belgium, particularly of its independence 
and territorial integrity. An effort shall also be 
made to reach an understanding on the question 
of indemnities. 


"The program will not permit the peace treaties 


hitherto concluded to be a hindrance to the con- 
clusion of a general peace. 


"Its particular aim w that the population's repre- 


sentative bodies shall be formed immediately on a 
broad basis in the Baltic provinces in Lithuania and 
Poland. """e will promote the realization of neces- 
sary pre. Binary conditions therefore without de- 
lay by the introduction of civilian rule. All these 
lands shall regulate their constitution and their re- 
lations with neighboring people without external 
interference. 


"In the matter of international policies. I have 


taken a clear stand through the matter in which 
the formation of the government was brought about. 
Upon my motion, leaders of the majority parties 
were summoned tor direct advice. It was my con- 
viction, gentleman, that unity of imperial leader- 
ship should be assured not only through mere party 
allegiance, but the different members of the govT 
eminent. I consider also still more important the 
unity of ideals. I proceeded from this viewpoint, 
and have, in making my selections, laid greatest 
weight on the fact that the members of the new im- 
perial government stand on a basis ot a just peace 
of justice, regardless of the war situation, and that 
they have openly declared this to be tbeir stand- 
point at the time when we stood at the height of 
our military successes. 


Bdchstag Host Rule Supreme. 


"I am convinced that the manner in which the 


imperial leadership is now constituted with co-oper- 
ation of the reichstag is not something ephemeral, 
and that when peace comes a government cannot 
again be formed which does not find support in the 
reichstag and does not draw its leaders therefrom. 


"The war has conducted us beyond the old multi- 


farious and disrupted party life which made it so 
difficult to put into execution a uniform and decisive 
political wish. Th« formation ot a majority means 
the formation of a political will, and an indisputable 
result ot the war has been that in German? for the 
first time, great panics have joined together in a 
firm, harmonious program and have thus come into 
position to determine for themselves ;he fate of the 
people. 


"This thought will n«v«r die. This development 


will never be retracted (applause) and I trust that 
so ion*; as Germany's fate is ringed about by dan- 
gers. those sections of the people outside the ma- 
jority parties and whose representatives do act be- 
long to the government will put aside alt that separ- 
ates as and will give the Fatherland what 1* the Fe- 
thwland'*. 


•This development necessitate* an alteration of 


our constitution's provisions along the Hne* of the 


decree* ot Sept. 3. which «baU »n«k« « 
that those members of the relchstag who 


the government, will retain their seats In Oi« 


reichstag. A bill to this «J»d has been submitted to 
the fedtral states and wan immediately b« made the 
object of their oonsJdtraaon and decision. 


"G«jitJem»n, let u* remember the word* spoken 


fcy the Emperor on Auirust 4, 1JJ4. wfcica I peralt- 
i*<5 myself to paraphrase last December at Karls- 
ruhe: There are, in tact, parUcs. bat they arc all 
German parties." <Apj»3a*Jse.) 


"Political de-s-eJojtrncnt* in Prussia, Hie political 


German federal state, most proceed in the state »f 
these words of tfce emperor, and the ww<sa»e of tfce 


king of Prussia promising tho democratic franchise 
must be fulfilled quickly and completely. (Applause.) 
I do not doubt, also, that thos« federal states which 
still lag behind in the development of their constitu- 
tional conditions will resolutely follow Prussia's ex- 
ample. (Applause.) 


"For the present, as the example of all belligerent 


states demonstrates, the extraordinary power which 
a condition of siege compels cannot be dispensed 
with, but close relations between the military and 
clviliarf authorities must be established which will 
make it possible that in all not purely military ques- 
tions and hence especially as to censorship and 
right of assemblage, the attitude of the Chilian ex- 
ecutive authorities shall make itscjf heard and that 
final decisions shall be placed under the chancellor's 
responsibility. (Applause.) 


New German Epoch Begins. 


"To this end, the order of th<> Emperor will be* 


sent to the military commanders. With Sept. 30, 
the day of the deciee, began a new epoch in Ger- 
many's internal history. 
The internal policy whoie 


basic principles are therein laid down is of deciding 
importance on the question of peace or war. 


"The striking force which the government has in 


its strivings for peace depends on whether it has be- 
hind it the united, firm and unshakable will of the 
people. Only when our enemies feel that the Ger- 
man people stand united back of their chosen lead- 
ers—then only can words bec6me deeds. (Applause.) 


"At the peace negotiations the German govern- 


ment will use its efforts to the end that the treaties 
shall contain provisions concerning the protection 
of labor and insurance of laborers, which provisions 
shall oblige the treaty making states to institute in 
their respective lands within a prescribed time a 
minimum of similar, or at least equally efficient in- 
stitutions, for the security of life and health and for 
the care of laborers in the case of illness, accident 
or invalidism. 


"Of direct importance are the conclusions which 


the government in the brief span of its existence 
has been able to draw from the situation in which 
it finds itself and to apply practically to the situa- 
tion. More than four years of bloodiest struggle 
against a world of numerically superior enemies are 
behind us, years full of the hardest battles and most 
painful sacrifices. 
Nevertheless, we are of strong 


heart and full of confident faith in our strength, re- 
solved to bear still heavier sacrifices for our-honor 
and freedom, and fos- the happiness of our pos- 
terity, it it cannot be otherwise, (applause.) 


"We remember with deep and warm gratitude 


our brave troops, who, under splendid leadership, 
have 
accomplished, 
almost 
superhuman 
deeds 


throughout the whole war-and whose past deeds are 
a sure guarantee that the fate of us all will also In 
future be in good dependable hands, in their keeping. 
' For" ric^r^contmuouBV' UrrMe^anffTnwdeTdui 
tattle ha* been raging in the west. Thanks to the 
incomparable heroism of our army, which will live 
as an immortal, glorious page in the history of the 
German people for all times, the front is unbroken. 


looks to Future With Confidence. 


"This proud consciousness permits us to look 


to the future -with confidence. But, just because we 
are inspired by this feeling and the conviction that 
It is also our duty to make certain that the bloody 
struggle be not protracted for a single day. beyond 
the moment when a close of the war seems possible 
to us which does not affect our honor, I have, there- 
fore, not waited until today to take a step to fur- 
ther the idea of peace. 


"Suported by the consent of all duly authorized 


persona in the empire, and by consent of all our 
allies acting in concert with us, I sent on the night 
of October 4—5—through the medium of Switzer- 
land, a note to the President of the United States, 
in which I requested him to take up the bringing 
about of peace and to communicate to this and with 
all the belligerent states. 


"The note will reach Washington today or tomor- 


row. It is directed to the President of the United 
States because he in his message to congress Janj 
uary 4-8, 1918, and in his later proclamation*, par- 
ticularly in his New York speech of September 27, 
proposed a program for a general peace, which we 
can accept for a basis for negotiations. 


"I have taken this step not only for the salvation 


ot Germany and its allies, but for all humanity, 
which has been suffering for years through the war. 


Germany Agnes to Wilson's Idea*. 


"I hase taken it also because I belie-, e the 


thoughts regarding the future well being of the na- 
tion which were proclaimed by Mr. Wilson arc in 
accordance \vith the general ideas cherished by the 
German government and with it the overwhelming 
maj6rity of our people. 


"So far as I am personally concerned, in earlier 


speeches to other assemblage*, my hearet* will tes- 
tify that ibe conception which I hold of a. future 
peace has undergone no change since I was en- 
trusted with the leadership of the empire's affair*. 


(Section missing.) 
"I see, hence, no distinction whatever between the 


national and international rrandates of duty in re- 
spect of peace. For roe, the deciding factor If solely 
that all participants shall 
with equal 
honesty 


acknowledge these mandates as binding and res;>ect 
them as Is the case with me a«d with the other 
members of our new government. And, so w::h an 
honest peace, which my clear conscience as a man 
Mid as a servant of the people gr.e m*. an-l which 
rests at the same time upon firm faith Jn this great 
and true people, this people capable of *>*ry Jevo- 
tion. and upon this glorious armed po^vr. I airalt 
the outcome of the first action which I hjt-.e taken 
as the leading statesman of the empire. 


Germany Has Two Alternative*. 


"Whatever this outcome may be I tnotv It will 


flnd Germany firmly resolved an-1 uni'ed ejlfc-r for 
an upright peace, which rejects every »e:f.*h vio- 
lation of the right* of others or for a losing of the 
•trnggJe for life and death to which our people 
would be forced without our own fault if an answer 
to our not* to the powers opj>oscd to us should >* 
dictated by a will to destroy us.

peace, the Entene Allied governments thus far are paying scant heed 
to the proposals, but their armies are pressing forward to further 
victories on all fronts.

Prince Maximilian, of Baden, the new German chancellor, or that of 
the Austro-Hungarian government for an armistice on land and sea, 
and in the air, and the commencement of peace negotiations, for 
President Wilson to whom the dual and highly similar proposals are 
addressed, is not yet in receipt of them. 


Unofficial opinion, however, indicates that the request will fall 


upon deaf ears and that no peace is possible for the Teutonic Allies 
except through unconditional surrender and acceptance lo the full 
of the terms President Wilson has enunciated.

prisoner. Hard fighting has taken 
place around Mont Brehain and Beau- 
revoir in this immediate vicinity.

deep advanct-B in this sector In the re- 
cent flKhting la tho 4Cth, command- 
ed by a major general, who was a 
private In tho South African war.

The American aviators again covered 
themselves with glory in today's drive, 
•pawn broke with mist heavy over the 
tranches and the country across which 
tho Americans were to go, and. it was 
hours before the weather cleared up 
sufficiently tb permit of extended ob- 
servation. 


The splendid liaison that marked

Dear Mother and Father. 


Well, I have made another move. 


This time to a city not far from the 
lines, and we have it line h<»ie. U'hls 
is my llfth btop In Fiance. M> you see 
that I am seeing quite a bit of

country. 


\Vo Inked here from our last camp, 


and armed at about 11 o'clock at 
nit'ht. 
Wo weie just In time to \Mt- 


tieks an air raid, and it v-ut great. We 
wcic just outMde the pi.ice when we 
heard the drone of a Boche plane, 
and our lieutenant took us out under 
the tifos to watch the fun.

lilano ' ' you asked. Dead easy. The 
Gerrn.xn planes have a hum all their 
own, and after you ha\e heard one 
once \ou can, easily 
distinguish 
it 


again. The men at the anti-aircraft 
guns heard it at about the same tune 
that ^ve did and then the fun com- 
menced. The rays from the powerful 
searchlights shot into the air and the 
guns opened fire. The guns and. lights 
aie locateu on a hill overlooking the 
city, and we could plainly see the 
flash of the guns and hear the report 
and scream of the shells as they sped 
on their way after the Boche. From 
the noise and the bursting shells one 
would think that a big battle was In 
full 
progress. It 
made a splendid 


sight and I would not have missed it 
for a good deal. It made me think of 
the Italians In America celebrating 
Columbus day. The welcome soon be- 
came too warm for Herr Boche and he 
did an about face and headed for his 
native land on the double quick. Air 
raids are an ordinary occurrence here, 
but there is very little danger, for the 
men at the anti-aircraft guns are on 
to their jobs too well. This is my sec- 
ond raid and I find them quite excit- 
ing and practically safe. 
We slept 


that first night on the station plat- 
form and 'it was not \ery 
-warm 


sleeping, but \ve were moved into 
good billets the next day. 


I had a pass from six to nine last 


evening and went into the city to 
see the sights. 
The place is very in- 


teresting and I had an enjoyable time. 
There is a ^ery beautiful and historic 
Cathedral there, and 
time looking it over.

It is a lovely 


piece of architecture and a credit to 
the French builders. I bought some 
post cards of the place and will bring 
them back with me. 


I am stationed at an evacuation 


hospital and am quartered in a stable 
which is considerably more comfort- 
able than the Pup tents, 
handle the wounded 
a lot about the front.
